AN FRANCISCO, March $—(Exctusive'Dispatch.} In rendering today 
its expected opimion sustaining the decision of the District Court of Ap 
peal in the Schmits extortion case, the Supreme Court of California 
seathingly rebukes Special Prosecutor Heney and Dist-Atty. Langdon of San 
Francisco for the language used by them in drawing up their application for, 
a rehearing tn the famous case. 

| “The attorneys for the respondent base their application for a rebesring 
in ‘this court,” says the Supreme Court, “solely upon the alleged errors of the 
District Court in refusing to dismiss the appeal and in holding the 

\to be insufficient, and expressly limit such application to these two points. 
“They introduce their application with the statement that they are con- 
vineed that upon a full discussion of the case, ‘It will be found and decided
